1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


statement, inclusive of mandatory certification ot 
a copy by the County Clerk, Is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


2. QUESTION: Who must tile the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER; All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation ot others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company”: or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose ot the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing.

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an Individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been arv/ "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes. all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
stylo of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the B'/j by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma/ be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6. QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be tiled with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

Outlook ’73 California 


Except for tho “uncertain effect” that environmental 
legislation, local zoning, court decisions and other gov¬ 
ernmental and individual actions relating to the environ¬ 
ment may have the economic outlook for California seems 
rosy. 

That i.s the studied opinion of Pacific Gas and Elec¬ 
tric Company, at least for the 48 counties and 9.1 mil¬ 
lion Californians the utility serves in Northern and Cen¬ 
tral California. 

In its annual Market Outlook, PG&E predicts a $2 
billion rise in taxable retail sales in its area. The $25 
billion total would be 8.7 per cent greater than that of 
1972. 

An employment increase of 2.2 per cent in seven 
metropolitan areas will bring a record high job total of 
2.675,000 accompanied by a slight drop In unemploy¬ 
ment. 

Statewide, personal incomes are expected to rise 7.8 
per cent, above 1972, for an $8 billion gain, with per 
capita income maintaining its 11 per cent bulge over the 
national average. In our area Southern California Edison 
sets down practically the same per capita figures. 

With the state’s population continuing its one per 
lent-plus annual growth, the population will increase by 
1,56,700, bringing PS&E 134,000 more customers. In all. 
the utility anticipates a consumer demand for energy 
to operate some 1,450,000 major electric appliances and 
395,()00 gas appliances they will purchase this year. 

And there lies the environmental rub. Long range 
plans have been established for supplying new gas and 
electric energy to meet this growing individual need, as 
well as environmental demands. Extensive delays from 
plan changes forced by new restrictive laws seem to pro¬ 
vide the major dark cloud in the state’s otherwise clear 
economic sky.

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
Ofiier owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
tbo name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom be is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
Uie “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
•hop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
fbr dunages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account imder a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

A very low- 
pi ice tor a needed .service or 
a promise of sharing in some 
ill begotte.n gain. 'The re- 
wult, unfortiunately, also is 
always the samr. — prxn 
workmanship, useless tna- 
lerial, and much less casli 
in hand. 

Chief Kendra suggests sev¬ 
eral ways to avoid being 
taken by the professional 
con man. First, insi.st upon 
a busines.s license from any 
one .soliciting home repairs 
or services. Any one doing 
busin-oss Ln the city must bi' 
licensed, and legitimate op¬ 
erators do not mind being 
asked for their permit. In 
fact they prefer it. Many 
legitimate concerns sell 
bonafied seivioes and pro¬ 
ducts which the con man 
.uses to cheat and swindle, 
and the honest dealer i.s as 
anxious as we are to be rid 
of the con man. Although a 
business license does not 
guarantee the quality of a 
company’s work, it is an in¬ 
dication the company has 


been Investigated by the 
Police Department and there 
is no record of fraudulent 
dealings. 

Do .not let any one into 
your residence to make an 
inspection or check equip¬ 
ment unless they have 
proper credentials. Very 
rarely, if ever, will a utility 
company or a city i.nspector 
go to a residence unless a 
service has been requested 
by the occupant, and they 
will never do work and in¬ 
sist upon immediate pay¬ 
ment without having madi 
prior arra.ngemcnts. If in 
doubt of a.ny one, call 11 k 
agency they represent before 
Ihey arp allowed on your 
property. 

Don’t be d.uped into be¬ 


lieving that a stranger is go¬ 
ing to share his windfall 
with you. It just doesn’t 
happen-! 

Alert elderly and non-

members and friends about 
the ways of the cc-n artist. 
They probably have .not read 
this article and are the con 
man’s easiest victims. 

Call the Police Depart¬ 
ment immediately if you are 
saspicious about an agent or 
solicitor.

S New Law in effect: 


A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
unto fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
cinrk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
coaity clNks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
ming in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
lenewed hereafter at five year intervals.
